very desirable species wliirli should he 
found in ev'ery eolleel ion 

"Kvergiecn shrubs for ornmnent inn 
yards, are growing in favoievciy year. 

('onspiemms among tin* broad leaved 
varieties are the Magnolia Piinnitn, 
then Fragraii* ami ('amelia .laponiec.. 

"The Magnolia Fusciita grows from 
ten to 'fifteen feet IiiuIi. ami an intieli in 
diameter. It is graceful in lialiil. ;iml 
if not pi'utied up (we.prefer it nnprini 
ed). its lower limbs will rent on the 
groimd.’aml its form will lie a perfect' 
globe. It's leaven are bright, glossy 
green. not ipnte sp large or <lark asllie 
('amelia. Early in spring it is literally 
loatleil with its cream colored blos¬ 
som*. ami the air for yards around 
w ill he heavy vv it li t la ir fragrance. It 
is usually propitiated by layers, as the 
seed are uncertain about coming up, 
and of so slow a growth for someyears 
afterwards as to discourage most 
a nia tears. 

• (flea Eragransor Sweet (>li\c rivals 
tlm Magnolia Efiscata in beauty and 
perfume. It is of uptight growth, but 
very symmetrical. Its foliage is dark 
and shining, and its small cream col¬ 
ored flowers, which are borne in clus¬ 
ters, would lie unattractive lint for 
1 Imirdelicate,yet penetrating perfume." 
It blooms most freely during winter, 
lint it is never cut iiely wit liotit blooms. 

"The ('amelia .laponica is a well 
known and deservedly popular ever¬ 
green, and it its cult iv at ion were a lit 
t lc bet ter understood, we think every 
one would grow at least two or three 
plant s of it. It want s rat her st irT soil 
that will set t le linn around the foots, 
and this ought never to be hoed or 
disturbed more than an inch or two 
d' ep.jnst enough to get rid of Khegrass 
and weeds. I,ike most evergreens, it 
is of slow growth for several years 
after t ransplant ing. and during that 
time, should be protected in hot 
weather from t he midday sun. Once 
its roots have taken hold of the soil 
and are firmly established', it will grow 
rapidly and need no further protec* 
tion.; Its season of blooming is- dur¬ 
ing winter and spring: seine variet ics 
blooming early in December,: others 
not before April
